dont' like substitutes for anything. It isn't 
odd that any one who wants the best buys 
LEATHER ' 


Tin-Be adb are paid for and signed by au 


organization of business firms that niak',- 
and sell leather goods. They cooperate to 
oppose the invasion of their bales field by 
fibre and other leather .substitutes. 


Such co-operation would not have been 


dreamed of. only a f»w \ears ago. Then It 
was each tanner for himself, fighting the 
others. They still.do. Hut they realize that 
a common enemy has grown up, and that 
It can be opposed best by co-operation. 


Such co-operative advertising, to boost 


the products of an entire industry, is be- 
coming common. Brick makers baud to- 
gether and in their ads urge you to build 
with bricks. Opposed to them are timber 
hiterebts, united in urging lumber. 


So it goes, in hundreds of industries. 
A new type of advertising has come into 


existence 


The reason is that an. era of substitutes 


has begun to cut into ualoa. The indivdual 
maker or seller etill must advertise or lose 
business. 
But increasingly the tendency 


will be for individual members to band to- 
gether in advertising to oppose mal indus- 
tries that, are after their customers. 


All this illustrates that reaching the con- 


sumer is like a situation of "one audience, 
two shows." Tn a street carnival or at the 
circus you find ballyhoo men enticing the 
crowd. 


All of the shows may bfr worth seeing. 


But the crowd will not pay admission to all 
the performances. If they would, the bally- 
hoo men wouldn't be necessary. , 
What ballyhoo men are to rival sideshows, * 
so is the newspaper advertisement in busi- 
ness. 


The newspaper ad talks to the crowd, In- 


ducing it to enter one place of business or 
buy a specified 
article in preference 
to 


others. 


Good times are in the making. A boom 


has started. 
Prosperity will soon fill the 


pockets of potential spenders. And where 
they spend their money will depend largely 
on newspaper advertising. 
Never in this 


country's history was there a more logical 
time for persistent newspaper advertising 
than right now.

One oC the several things about to "0 millimeters higher or low- 


less. But the fact remains that if Ohio of- 
ficials became seriously negligent In per- 
forming their duties, the time would soon 
come when the state would be the loser of 
holdings that represent many thousands of 
dollars in land, to say nothing of valuable 
timber on the surface and mineral deposits 
underneath. 


Reference is made to school and minis- 


terial lands, looked after by the department 
of Auditor of State. J. C. Fowler, a deputy is 
the custodian in charge. He devotes his 
entire time to these trusts, has charge of 
all records, visits the lands when necessary, 
and sees that they are kept under proper 
care and cultivation. He is also the collec- 
tor of rentals. 


Publicly owned lands that produce a net 


income of less than their value in some 
other form, are being -investigated 
and 


changes made for their betterment. Sales 
of surface and mineral rights are 
made 


when advantageous offers 
are 
received, 


and titles are thus cleared. 


It may also not be generally known that 


Ohio has many acres of waste land, fit only 
for game preserves and for reforestation. 
Maintaining record of oil and gas wells on 
public lands; receipts from coal and timber 
and land sales, and the distribution of rents 
and interest on investments to county audi- 
tors is a task that taxes the time of at least 
one competent man. Auditor Tracy is urg- 
ing the legislature to enact laws that will 
permit of the sale of school and ministerial 
lands where deemed expedient, without be- 
ing hindered and hampered by a vast quan- 
tity of red tape.

!t can be opposed best by co-operation. 


Such co-operative advertising, to boost 


the products of an entire industry, is be- 
coming common. 
Brick makers band to- 


gether and in thHr ads urge you to build 
with bricks. Opposed to them are timber 
Interests, united in urging lumber. 


So it goes, in hundreds of industries. 
A nc\v type of advertising has come into 


existence. 


The reason is that an era of substitutes 


lias begun to cut into sales. The indivdual 
maker or seller still must advertise or lose 
business. 
But increasingly the tendency 


will be for individual members to band to- 
gether in advertising to oppose rival indus- 
tries that are after their customers. 


All this illustrates that reaching the con- 


sumer is like a situation of "one audience, 
two shows." Tn a street carnival or at the 
circus you find ballyhoo men. enticing the 
crowd. 


All of the shows may bfr worth seeing. 


But the crowd will not pay admission to all 
the performances. If they would, the bally- 
hoo men wouldn't be necessary- , 
What ballyhoo men are to rival sideshows, 


BO is the newspaper advertisement in busi- 
ness. 


The newspaper ad talks to the crowd, In- 


ducing it to enter one place of business or 
buy a specified article in preference to 
others. 


Good times are in the making. A boom 


has started. 
Prosperity -will soon fill the 


pockets of potential spenders. And where 
they spend their money will depend largely 
on newspaper advertising.

Hits "Lame Ducks" 


Every two years there is a hue and cry 


raised against permitting 
defeated con- 


gressmen from sitting as national legisla- 
tors after they have been retired by the 
voters.

We're in the midst of a howl of that sort 


, right now. Men who were turned down in 
the November electio;n are at this very time 
in Washington as accredited 
representa- 


tives, in the session held Before the coming 
of the new body. Under the present sys- 
tem, tlie voice f>( the people recorded in 
November is not translated into action for 
a period of four months. And, in the mean- 
time, a repudiated congress can accomplish 


; a great deal in the way of undesirable leg- 


islation before retiring.

Heretofore all efforts to correct this situ- 


; at ion have failed, but we now have the Nor- 


t ris resolution, which 
will help some, if 


i adopted. It provides that (lie inauguration 
' of a president take place on the third Mon- 


day of January, instead of iu March as at 
present, and that the new congress con- 
vene on the fiist Monday in January, with 
no intervening session of the old congress, 
with no authority to choose a president and 
vice president if 
the people 
fail to elect. 


This responsibility would devolve on the 
new congress. 


When the constitution 
of the 
United 


States was written, physical reasons exist- 
ed for providing that four months elajwc 
between the election and inauguration. Dis- ( 
tance from outlying states to the seat of [ 
government, and slow 
means of travel, 


made it imperative. These conditions no 
longer exist. What was a matter of months 
then, is but days now. 
There is no occa- 


sion for a four month delay. 
We 
have 


never seen or heard of a valid reason why 
tho old order should continue. 


"Lame Duck" congresses we still have 


with us. 
The Morris resolution, or some- 


t'ling of a similar character ought to be 
adopted. 
When an 
employer "fires" an 


employe, he doesn't generally keep him on 
the payroll for four months, leaving him in 
a position to hinder and hamper the inter- 
ests of his employer, if he should so mind.

entire time to these trusts, has charge of 
all records, visits the lands when necessary, 
and sees that they are kept under proper 
care and cultivation. He is also the collec- 
tor of rentals. 


Publicly owned lands that produce a net

changes made for their betterment. Sales 
of surface and mineral rights are made 
when advantageous offers

received, 


and titles are thus cleared. 


It may also not be generally known that 


Ohio has many acres of waste land, fit only 
for game preserves and for reforestation.

He 
has found that there is often a 
variation of blood pressure on 
the right and left sides of the 
body, as much as 30 mm. differ- 
erence in certain circumstances. 
HP believes tho pressure varies In 
different parts of the body. 
The 


blood pressure is often erratic, 
too. 
Dr. Kinney finds marked 


changes iu the reading in some 
cases in which the pressure Is 20 


to CO millimeters higher or low- 
er within a few hours than when 
the patient first arrives at the 
sanitarium. 
This happens, he 


says, in cases of cardio-vascular 
disease even tho the patients are 
not of a nervous temperament 
and usually in incipient cases be- 
fore the degenerative changes in 
heart, arteries or kidneys have 
advanced. Physicians in general 
practice do not often 
see such 


cases. 
Probably the 
patients; 


consider themselves "run down 
from 
overwork" or 
"nervously 


exhausted" and seek rather the 
care provided in a good sanitar- 
ium. 
That is, if they are not in- 


trigued by the latest panacea. 


But it is wheti Dr. Khmey turns 


his hand to the weather problem 
that he gets my goat. He seems

Then says 
Dr. Kinney, "then I watch the 
newspapers; the number of cere- 
bral hemorrhages 
during 
these 


spells is appalling." 


Knowing the newspapers as 1 


do. for don't I help to make 'em? 
—f can only say that cerebral 
hemorrhages in the newspapers 
are not reliable. We get off some

OMING of natural gas to this city played an important part in 


the early oil and gas history of Lima* It was in 1885 that oil 
was found in a well being drilled on the grounds of the Lima 


Straw Board Mill. This well was being drilled for gas and the discov- 
ery of the "liquid gold" moved the center of the oil world 300 miles 
westward. 


Gas already was known in this region and preparations were under 


way for giving the city a supply for general use when the oil boom 
started. Interwoven with the oil history, the advent of natural gas 
and the part it has played, together with the romance that is no small 
part of this history, the two combine to form a large part of the in- 
teresting annals of our city. 


Oil locally, as an industry, is fast passing. Natural gas has run its 


course in the Lima territory—but we shall give you this interesting 
story in its chronological order. This is the first of a series of articles 
about the gas business in your city, as announced yesterday. 


It was on July 3, 1886, that the common council of the village of 


Lima passed an ordinance granting The Lima Natural Gas Co. the 
right and privilege of laying, maintaining and operating gas pipes in 
the village. 


This ordinance specified that the company must bring natural gas 


to Lima and furnish a reasonable supply of same by October 1, 1889. 


That was-the beginning. One year from the date of the first ordi- 


nance, the common council passed another ordinance giving the com- 
pany the right to lay pipes and supply gas for power and domestic and 
industrial purposes. That ordinance specifically provided that failure 
to start the laying of pipes within 60 days and completion of the work 
within 12 months would be deemed a cancellation of the ordinance. 


It was after the passage of the first ordinance, August 20; 1886, 


that the company was officially organized. The following were the 
first officers: C. S. Brice, president; S. A. Baxter, vice president; S. S. 
Wheeler, secretary; H. M. Ernst, general manager; Alf C. Baxter, Jr., 
treasurer.
